^HE CUBAN AFFAIR. 


Inside information concerning tlie 


action of the Cuban convention of the 
Platt amendment has just been, le- 
£eived in Washington. 
It appears 


that tthe first draft of the amendment 
as interpreted by the majority of the 
committee on relations with 
the 


ITnited States, 
was 
submitted to 


General Wood and by -him sent to 
Washington. This draft 
was ap- 


pioved by Secretary Boot and his ap- 
proval wa# made known to *bhe Cuban 
conyention. When the matter came 
up for discussion, however, it was 
found tht there were a number of del- 
egates wihose votes could only be ob- 
tained by the extended alterations, 
and iMs draft and the interpretations 
which finally were adopted by the 
convention and rejected by Secretary 
Boot 


It is stated officially that th6 peo- 


ple of Cuba believed at first that the 
Platt amendment had been adopted 
and they were satisfied. 
Such was 


the belief of the people of the United 
States until the draft of the adopted 
amendment was received here. The 
belief is expressed in official circles 
here that the Cuban people as a whole 
are perfectly satisfied with the Platt 
amendment and that it will finally 
be adopted. 


It oau be authoritatively stated 


that the Dingley rates upon goods 
from the Philippines entering the 
United States will remain in force as 
heretofore. 
The president will put 


into effect such changes in tariff du- 
ties on g-oods g'oing into the Philip* 
pines 'as the Taft commission may 
recommend. 


The establishment of civil govern- 


ment, so called, in the archipelago 
can proceed without interruption as 
soon <as the milUfcaiy authorities con- 
sider the time lipe for its establish- 
ment.

a long life of unusual vigor and a 
professional career of striking prom- 
nence, the jurist's health 'bfcgun fadi- 
ng six or seven years ago. It neces- 
sitated a giadual 
retrenchment oi 


professional duties, though the aged 
awyer could not easily disengage

He returned about three 


weeks ago, spent some time at his 
office, and determined to enter Hope 
hospital, wheie he might have the 
most expert care. 


At noon on Saturday there was a 


sudden tuA for the worse in the pa- 
tient's condition and from that hour 
dates the more pronounced decline 
when ended in his death this morn- 
ing. 
It was a gradual and painleaw 


sinking- into the Siieep of coatn and 
friends realized fully the hopeless- 
ness of the case. 
. During Monday 


Judge Mnde was able to converse 
feebly with members of his family 
and gave diiections with reference 
to his business affairs. 


Monday evening at 9 o7clock the

•ay, famous as au eaily American 
authority upon giammar, and author 


a text-book almost 
universally 


ised in the early schools of this conn- 
ry. Judge Ninde's father, Benjamin 
Ninde, was an intimate friend of the 
listinguished grammarian. 


Judge Ninde's ancestry was Bug*- 
ish, -and he grew up on an Ohio farm, 
iis boyhood days having been spent 
n the arduous toil of the pioneer 
'armer, experiencing to the fullest 
measure its hardships and its strug- 
les as well 
as the compensating 


pleasures tfhat 
lightened the long 


hours of labor that transformed vir- 
gin foresits into cultivated acres that 
vielded annual 
sustenance for the 


pioneer builders of this great middle 
west. Early educational advantages 
were not extensive, but such as they 
were they were eagerly seized upon 
by the young fainier boy who early 
manifested intellectual inclinations. 


Judge Ninde's parents were devout 


members of the society of Friends> 
and they gave their children an edu- 
cation far superior to that received by 
most farmer's sons and daughters 
The son Lindley, one of a large fam- 
ly of children, remained on the farm 
mtil he was nearly or quite twenty 
ears of age, He then attended a 


seminary at Winchester, and later 
entered Farmers* college 'near Cin- 
cinnati, The --course at this institu- 
ion was mastered and he was gradu- 
ated with honors in 1848. 


TOOK UP THE LAW. 


Here was afforded a long-sought 


opportunity to take up the study of 
the law, and young1 Ninde made an 
arrangement whereby he entered the 
aw offices of Judge Hoadley, one of 
;he most prominent piactitioaers in 
Cincinnati, and father of ex-Go vei nor 
Hoadley, of Ohio. Here he remained 
.wo years, and here was laid the 
'oundation for the splendid profes- 
sional career that giaced his later 
-ears* 
Judge Ninde came to Fort Wayne 


,o begin the practice of law in 1851, 
^nd fiom that time—just half a cen- 
,ury, he has been a lawyer of inces- 
sant nncl unlimited activity in his 
business. His first office was opened 
upon the present site of the Hamilton 
National bank, <and a few years later 
he formed a partneiship with his 
brother-in-law, Henry Puckett, un- 
der the firm name of Ninde & Puckett* 


This was terminated by the death 


of Mr. Puckett in 1860. Two years 
ater he became associated with Bob- 
ert S. Taylor, the name being Ninde 
& Taylor. -Later CoL B, S. Robertson 
was admitted to the firm, and it be- 
came Ninde, Taylor & Robertson, A 
still later partnership 
was formed 


with Thomas E: Ellison under the 
firm name of Ninde & Elison, and 
after the dissolution of this partner- 
ship Judge Niiule admitted his son. 
Henry W., to partnership. In 1898 
the firm of Ninde & Sou was formed, 
and it continued until the present. 


IN CIVIL LAW. 


Judge Ninde devoted his entire 


attention to civil practice, and dur- 
ng his long career handled hundreds 
of damage 
suits against 
iailroad 


companies with marked success. For 
many years he has been widely rec- 
ognized^all over the state as a lawyer 
of exceptional ability, and his prac- 
tice extended over a wide territory. 
Judge Ninde was almost as familiar 
a figuie in the 
courts of adjacent 


counties as at home* 


Many young* men who later became 


pi oniinent at the bar or in other pur- 
suits read law under Judge Ninde'f? 
direction, aud had the advantage of 
his counsel and advice. Among these 
is the lamented General Henry W, 
Law ton, 


Judge Ninde was never elected to 


public office. 
Upon the 
death of 


Judge 
Worden he was appointed 


judge of the superior court of Allen 
county, and seived the unexpired 
term with raie ability. He was the 
republican nominee for judge of the 
circuit couit in 1900, but failed of 
election. 


HIS FAMILY LIFE 


Judge Ninde was united in 


riage about 1850 to Miss Beula^> C. 
Puckett, of Kichmond, and for neaily 
foity years they resided at the old 
Ninde homestead on Fairfield avenue. 
Mrs. Ninde died June 6, 1892, They 
weie the parents of ten children, five 
of whom lived to matuiity. Of the«c 


Mrs. 
Pendelton King, of North Caro- 


lina, died in 1885; Mrs. Aithui 
Brady, of Muncie, died in 1893. and 
three sons are yet living—Henry W. 
Daniel B., and Lee J. All were asso- 
ciated with their father in the prac 
tice of law.

The army reorganization law of tue last 


congress was inexplicable and inexcusable, 
It grades the medical department for rantt, 
promotion and, in consequence, tor pay, be-

line, 


In accordance with its provision^ a medfcal 


officer, to obtain a colonelcy, must 
pass 


through three times as many trials as an 
officer of either the quartermasters, the sub- 
sistence or the pay departments; more than 
twice as many as an officer of engineers, or 
of ordnance, and nearly twice as many as 
an officer of the signal corps, I bo e fleet of 
this discrimination is not only to lower the 
Tank and pay of medical officer^ but must 
result iu lessening the 
efficiency of the 


corps by repelling men of spirit and worth, 


When the congress, by the enactment of 


a law, degrades, relatively, the status of 
an Important body of medical men, engaged 
in a public service, It strikes ac the status 
of every physician in the country, It be- 
comes, therefore, the duty of every member 
of the medical profession, jealous of hU 
rights, his prerogatives, and the fair name 
he may leave his children, to resent as per- 
sonal between himself and every member of 
the congress who voted for this law, tne 
action which cast a stigma upon our pro- 
fession. 


It has been the conviction of many en- 


lightened members of the medical profes- 
sion that the means employed by the geu* 
«al government for the protection and pro- 
matlon of the public health ar capable of 
Improvement. 


The conditions today are precisely *,ae 


same that they were ten years ago, 
The 


era of effective legislative control of medi- 
cal practice came as the natural reaction 
from the demonstrated failure to accomplish 
the same result through voluntary organisa- 
tion. 


Mixed boards of licensure are now to be 


found in the majority of the states of the 
Union. The results of the twenty-five years 
of statutory regulation of medical prac;lco 
are iu striking contrast with the resuUs 
of the ouarter of a century of attempted 
regulations by methods of proscription, 


The prescriptive rule which propagated 


the very evils it waa intended to correcL 
is rapidly expiring by limitations in the 
face of new conditions that have been iu 
duced, in spite of it, by 
beneficent

catholic legislation.

E. Graham made, a forcible plea for 
asphalt, HiQUdel Frank made a fetch- 
ng argument for brick, whereupon 
the question was called for.

bid the Baiber agents submitted for 
asphalt many persons who were <xn 
brick petitions have changed.

5oi>tige on Hanan street, -enough to 
approve the board's choice. 


WHAT OFFICIALS SAY, 


The biggest sensation hi munici- 


pal circles was occasioned yesterday 
when the asphalt people under bid 


i brick people for the pavement on 


Hanna street as biiefly outlined hi 
(resterday's Sentinel. A local paper 
seeks to impung the motives and criti- 
cises the action of the board of works 
in reference to'the question of giving 
bond for the durability and mainten- 
ance of the street for ten years. The 
board of works says it has nothing 
:o do with the security companies 
and is not ^responsible for the fact 
that they refuse to guarantee 'brick 
pavements. 
In demanding that 7 


per cent be withheld for the main- 
tenance fund they do not think they 
are doing anything not for the best 
nterests of the city and not a hard- 
ship on the contractors. The money 
can be put into city bonds which will 
draw 5 per cent interest, which is a 
pretty good investment at any time, 
the bonds being non-taxable for city 
purposes. 
So fair as a combine is 


concerned Mayor Berghoff says he 
can not see any signs of a combine on 
the asphalt people's side as they offer 
;o put in a pavement up to the guar- 
antee at a lower rate per foot than 
they ever did in this city before, 
while the brick men, under the im- 
pression that there would be 110 op- 
position boosted the price. The bid 
on Hanna street, which is 30 feet 
wide was 19 cents per lineal foot 
more than the bid for the same kind 
of a pavement on Barr street which 
is 38 feet wide. This is an. incon- 
sistency which he can not explain on 
the combine theory unless the brick 
men made the combine themselves. 
The city engineer comes in for his 
share of criticism too. He says that 
in previous pavement cement grout- 
ing was included in the specifications 
and in this instance it was omitted 
and a sand cushion will .be used, The 
omission of the grouting1 will just 
pay for the extra two inches of con- 
crete, so he can not see whea'e any 
kick can come in on that score. The 
matter is not yet settled, however, 
and the officers do not think it neces- 
sary to go off half cocked. The prop- 
erty owners are entitled to an inning 
and will decide the whole question 
any way. 


ABOUT THE CITY HALL. 


The water works trustees and the 


special water works committee held a 
joint meeting at the city hall last 
night and after listening to L. B 
Hoit, of Cleveland, a hydraulic engi- 
neer of mudli experience, contracted 
with him to prepare the plans and 
specifications for the new air lift 
plant at tnc water station. He will 
commence work immediately and it 
is -supposed that he will 'be able to 
complete his plans within three 
weeks at the farthest. Meantime the 
advertisement will be inserted in the 
mechanical journals asking for bids 
according to the specifications.

BABYLONIAN REMAINS 


Rev, 
Dr, John I. Peters delivei-ed a 


ecture last week before the Amei^ican 
Ethnological society on eaily Baby- 
lonian civilization, and showed some 
pictures of scenes and objects in the 
country which he exploied ten yeais 
ago. He spoke of the excavations at 
Nippur, which were begun under the 
auspices of the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1888, Dr. Peters direct- 
ed two of the five campaigns, and the 
in-scribed material found by him and 
by Dr. J. H. Haynes. by which the 
fact was established that there was 
9 high state of civilization in Baby- 


lon, 
is now being translated in Con- 


stantinople and Philadelphia, 


These* discoveries, disclosing 
as 


they do a civilization which existed 
more than 6,000 years before the 
Chiistian era, excited so much iiitei- 
est that another expedition has been 
organised to excavate TJr of the 
Chaldees under the leadership of Dr. 
E. T. Banks, 


The Germans are also organizing 


expeditions, and the French have ob- 
tained permission to woik at Yokha, 
on the site of the ancient Babylon, 
under Dr. De Morgan. At that point 
were found many interesting ruins. 
Among the interesting views of Ndp- 
par shown by Dr. Peters were some 
of the Temple of Bel, the sun-god. 
Every ancient Semitic city had its 
Baal or Bel. The Israelites worshiped 
Mm, and before they did bo others 
looked upon him as the fructifler of 
the soil.

ions to the effect that the authority 
to govern the Philippines, vested in 
the president by the Spooner amend- 
ment, was ample. 
These opinions 


were concurred in. by all the membeis 
of t3ie cabinet. 


The .decision of the cabinet was an- 


nounced after the cabinet meeting in 
the following statement issued by 
Secretary Cortelyou: 


'•The president has determined that 


existing' conditions do not require or 
warrant calling congress together 
during the present summer or mak- 
ing- any change in the policy hitherto 
pursued and announced in. regard to 
the Philippines Islands." 


THE CUBAN AFFAIR. 


Inside information concerning Uic 


action of the Cuban convention of the 
Platt amendment has just been re- 
jceived in Washington. 
-It appears 


that the first draft of the amendment 
as interpreted by the majority of the 
committee on 
relations 
with 
the 


United States, 
was 
submitted to 


General Wood and by him sent to 
Washington. 
This draft 
was ap- 


proved by Secretary Root and his ap- 
proval was made known to the Cuban 
convention- When the matter came 
ujj for discussion, however, it was 
found tht there were a number of del- 
egates whose votes could only be ob- 
tained by the extended alterations, 
and this draft and the interpretations 
which finally were adopted by the 
convention and rejected by Secretary 
Root. 


It is stated officially thai tflie peo- 


ple of Cuba believed at first that tbe 
Plntt amendment had been adopted 
and they were satisfied. 
Such was 


the belief of the people of the United 
States until the draft of the adopted 
amendment was received here. The 
belief is ex-pressed in official circles 
here that the Cuban people as a whole 
are perfectly satisfied witii the Platt 
amendment and that it will finally 
be adopted. 


It can be authoritatively stated 


lhat the Dhigley rates upon goods 
from the Philippines entering the 
United States will remain in force as 
heretofore.

tli5 past few years, at a time of life 
•when most professional men 
have 


retired from active practice, his nat- 
urally rugged constitution and in- 
domitable will kept him still iden- 
tified wi'th the courts in the activt 
conduct of cases. 


During- the past six months Judge 


Ninde's decline in health had been 
more rapid and pronounced. 
Early 


in the spring he suffered, a severe 
attack of illness and it became ap- 
parent that-he could never resume 
liis legal practice. 
Despite the in- 


firmities of his years, however, the 
patient improved, was able to take 
an occasional drive, and finally make 
a trip to Indianapolis to consult n 
specialist. He returned about three 
weeks ago. spent some time at his 
office, and determined to enter Hope 


pital, where he might have the 


nos't expert care. 


At noon 011 Saturday there was a 


sudden turn for the worse in the pa- 
•ient's condition and from that hour 
dates the more pronounced decline 
whch ended in his death this mom- 
ing. 
It was u gradual and pamlew 


sinking- into the sleep of scran and 
friends realized fully the hopeless- 
ness of the case. . During- Monday 
Judge Ninde wns able to converse 
"eubly with members of his family 
and gave directions with reference 
:o his business affairs, 


Monday evening- at 9 o'clock the 


patient lapsed into a state of prac- 
tical unconsciousness; the enfeebled 
constitution was unequal to a longer 
continuation of the battle.

A BRIEF BIOGRAPHY. 


Lindley Murray Ninde was born in 


Warren 
county, Ohio, March 18, 


182C, and iiis age was therefore 78 


years, 2 inontlis and 16 days. 
He 


was named in. honor of Lindley Mur- 
ray, famous an an early American 
authority upon gr.iinninr, and author 
of a text-book 
almost 
universally 


used in the early schools of this coun- 
try. Judge Niude's father, Benjamin 
Ninde, was an intimate friend of the 
distinguished grammarian. 


Judge Niude's ancestry was Eng- 


lish, and he grew up on an Ohio farm, 
Ills boyhood days having been spsnt 
in the arduous 
toil of the pioneer 


farmer, experiencing to the fullest 
measure its hardships and its strug- 
gles as well fts the compensating 
pleasures that 
lightened the long 


hours of labor that transformed vir- 
gin forests into cultivated acres that 
vielded annual sustenance for the 
pioneer builders of this great middle 
west. Early educational advantages 
were not extensive, but such as they 
were they were eagerly seized upon 
by the young farmer hoy who early 
manifested intellectual iiidinations. 


Judge Ninde's parents were devout 


members of the society of Friends. 
.Hid they gave their children an edu- 
cation far superior to tluit received by 
most farmer's sons and 
daughters. 


The son I/iridley, one of a large fam- 
ily of children, remained on the farm 
until he "was nearly or quite twenty 
years of age. 
He then attended a 


seminary at Winchester, -and later 
entered Farmers' college 'near Cin- 
cinnati. The course at this institu- 
tion was mastered and he was gradu- 
ated with 'honors in 1848. 


TOOK UP THE LAW. 


Here was afforded a long-soughi. 


opportunity to take up the study of 
the law. and young Ninde made nn 
arrangement whereby he entered the 
law olSces of Judge Hoadley. one of 
the most prominent practitioners in 
Cincinnati, nnd -father of ex-Governor 
Hofidley, of Ohio. Here be remained 
two years, and here was 
laid thn 


foundation' for the splendid profes- 
sional cnreer that graced his later 
years. 


Judge Ninde cume to Fort Wayne 


to begin the practice of law in 1851, 
.and from that time—just half a cen- 
tury, he has been a lawyer of inces- 
sant nnd unlimited activity in his 
business. His first office was opened 
upon the present site of the Hamilton 
National bank, and a few years later 
he formed 
a partnership with his 


brother-in-law, Henry Puckett, un- 
der the firm nameof Ninde &Puclcett. 


This was terminated by the death 


of Mr. Puckett in 1860. Two years 
Inter he became associated with Rob- 
ert S. Taylor, the name being Ninrle 
& Taylor. -Later Col. R. S. Robertson 
was admitted to the firm, and it be- 
came Ninde, Taylor & Robertson. A 
still later partnership was formed 


ith The inns 
E.' Ellison under the 


firm name of Ninde & Elisort, and 
after the dissolution of this partner- 
ship Judge Ninde admitted his son. 
Henry W., to partnership. In 1898 
the firm of Ninde & Son was formed, 
and it continued until the present. 


IN CIVIL LAW. 


Judge Ninde 
devoted his entire 


attention, to civil practice, and dur- 
ing his long career handled hundreds 
of damage 
suits against 
railroad 


companies with marked success. For 
many years he has been widely rec- 
ognized \all over the state as a lawyer 
of exceptional ability, and his prac- 
tice extended over a wide territory. 
Judge Ninde was almost as familiar 
a figure in the courts of adjacent 
counties as at home. 


Many young- men who later became 


prominent at lite bar or in other pur- 
suits read law under Judge Ninde's 
direction, and had the advantage of 
his counsel and advice. Among these 
is the lamented General Henry W. 
Lawton. 


Judge Ninde was never elected to 


public office. 
Upon, the 
death of 


Judge 
Worden he was appointed 


judge of the superior court of Allen 
county, and served the unexpired 
term with rare ability. He was the 
republican nominee for judge of the 
circuit court in 1900. but failed of 
election. 


HIS FAMILY LIFE. 


Judge Ninde was united in nifii'- 


riag-2 about 1850 to Mis-s Beulr>? C. 
Puckett, of Richmond, and for neaily 
forty years they resided at the old 
Kinde homestead on Fail-field avenue. 
Mrs. Ninde died .Tune 6. 1892. They 
were the parents of ten children, live 
of whom lived to maturity. Of these 
Mrs. Pendeltnn King, of North Caro- 
lina, died 
in 1885; Mrs. 
Ai thin- 


Brady, of Muncie. died in 1893. and 
three sons are yet living—Henry W.. 
Daniel E.. and Lee J. All were asso- 
ciated with their father in the prac- 
tice of law. 


Other relatives 
include 
an elder 


brother, James Ninde, -who makes his 
home with S. F. Swnyne, of this cify, 
and a sister, Miss Bebecca Ninde. of 
Chicago. 


Judge Ninde was a member of no 


fraternal order. He adhered to the 
religious beliefs of his parents, who 
were devout members of the Society 
of Friends, though during his resi- 
dence in Fort Wayne Judge Ninde

The biivnt'st sensation in munici- 


pal circles was occasioned yesterday 
when the asphalt people under bid 
the brick people for Uie pavement 011 
Hanna street as briefly outlined i;i 
yesterday's Sentinel. A local paper 
seeks to impuiig themotives andcriti- 
cises the action of the board of works 
n reference to the question of giving- 
joiul for the durability and mainten- 
ance of the street for ten years. The 
board of works says it has nothing 
to do with 
the security companies 


and is not responsible for the fact 
•hat they refuse to guarantee brick 


eu^uts. 
In demanding that 7 


cent be -withheld for the main- 


teneiice fund they do not think they 
are doing anything not for the best 
utercsts of the city and not a hard- 
ship on the contractoi-s. The money 
can be put into city bonds which will 
draw 5 per cent interest, which is a 
pretty good investment at any time, 
the bonds being- non-taxable for city 
purposes.

he asphalt people's side as they offer 
to put in a pavement up to the guar- 
antee at a lower rate per foot than 
they ever did

while the brick men, under the im- 
pression, that there would be 110 op- 
josition boosted the price.
